‘* Thefe are the official heirs by whom I with to be repre- 
# fented: and when I can have the happinefs to behold fuch at- 
“‘ rived.to the maturity of action; and to the fitnets of fuccef- 
“ fion, I defire no longer’to touch fociety, or to obtrude myfelf 
** on the public. 
‘* My imagination, kindled by the {parks brought from the 
** Altar of Patriotifm, which has burnt too much of late in Bri- 
*‘ tain, with the factious flame of felf-interefled zeal, excites in 
“my mind the pleafing phantoms of future profperity to this 
* Society, and the verifizatiyn of my dreams in behalf of my 
“country. I fhall continue my zeal to the laft; and, when the 
* thread uf my life fhall be cut by Him in whofe view there are

N the 29th of Oftober, Mr Montgomery of Coylsfleld, now the 
QO father of the county, as being ‘at the head of the roll of 
Frecholders, having come in late, Sir Adam Fi reujjm was put in the 
chair of ‘the Quarter Seflions, and wasygontinued in it, when the real 
proprietors of land took under their confideration the circular letter 
concerning an applicatién to Parliamentto have frechold qualifications 
in Scotland eftablifhed upon a better footing. f 

Mr Bofwel of Auchinleck began the debate, by faying, that this was 
a matter of great importance ; but, in his humble opinion, the preignt 
flate of it was attended with no difficulty ; for the other counties in 
Scotland, whofe refolutions were notified in the circular letter, Nad 
not entered upon the extenfive and difficult field of political regulation, 
fo as to canfider what would be the beft mode of a county eleétion. 
‘They went uo farther than to the abolition of liferent and wadfet fn- 
periority qualifications, which, it was vegy,clear, were a gricvance. — 
The fubjcét had been often difcufled, and every body was very well ac- 
quainted with it. He thould not thesafore take up the time of the 
mecting with fayin: one word upon it, unlefy he thould hear foment ning 
in oppofition to the refolutions of thofe counties, with which he tof 
heartily concurred, as he hoped this meeting would do without hefi- 
tation. ‘ yon 

Sir Adam Ferguffin faid, he did not think it a good reafon for agree- 
ing with the re"s1tions'of the other counties in Scotland, that they 
jn fitted to abolifi tertain freehold qualifications, wi hout fuggefting 
what thould come in their place. ‘That, for his own part, he withed 
that eleétors’ in’ Scot! nd wige more numerous, fo that our clections 
might apprdach siearer to thofe of England’: That cutting off liferent 
and wad(et votes, would dimigith the number of our elefors; and that 
it was well known, that however ftrange it might appear in fome in- 
ftances, the right of voting being attached to fuperiority, and not to 
property, was no innovation, but the ancient conttitution of Scotland. 
He was fenfible that our cleétion law ftood in weed of amendment ; but 
that much caution and confideration would be neceffary; and unlefs 
fome other fpecics of qualification was pointed out:to-come in: place of 
what was meant to be abolithed, he was certain. that an application to 
Parliament would be untuccelsful. p28 

Si? Adam {poke exceedingly wells and what has been now given, is 
a very imperfeét recolleétion of the fubftatice of what he delivered. 

Mr Bofwed faid, that he perfeétly agreed @ith the’ Honoursble Ba- 
ronet, in wifhing that the ele¢tions ef Seotland: might approach neaer 
to thofe of England; for his own part he withed, that fentiments of 
civil liberty were oniverfally diffafed among the people of Scotland, who, 
it muft be confeflud, had, at no period of hiftoty, ever appeared to have 
any fuch fentiments. ‘The only liberty about- which they feemed to be’ 
concerned, was cecle(iaftical liberty, and particularly au oppofition to 
Patronage, of which at prefent their heads were full: That the right 
of election in Scotland had never defceaded lower than Barons; and 
what was a flumeful circumftance, the fmaller ‘Barons thought they ha@ 
obtained a privilege, when they were exempted from fitting in Parlia- 
ment. But, as he had already faid, the meeting was not now called 
upon to confider any thing bat the immediate remedy of what was us- 





doubtedly a grievance. There muft, faid he, be ceftain prisciples of ; 


reprefentofion, and T can fee but two reafonabdle principles; a reprefen- 
tution of mci, or a repretentation of propery. But there is a fpecies of 
reprefentation. unkaown in any part of the univerie-except in Scotland 
—a reprefentation of fradows ; for the nominal and fictitious qualifica- 
tions upon literent and wadict rights of fuperiority, are indeed. no bet- 
ter. I know, that many men of undoubted, probity have taken the 
oath of truft and polleflion with one of thofe qualifications, though 1 
would not for the worlds But I am clearly of opinion, that fuch qua- 
lificatkons onght not. to, be permitted. I thal frankly acknowledge, I 
do not thibk it a matter of very great caniequenee who is the repre- 
fentative of a county ; tor] avow, that my principles.ate of a Tory caft. 
Sometimes, in a fit of Roman enthuliafin, | have thought a member of 
Parliament fhould be a man of pure patriotifm, with cularged views for 
the general good of his.country, regardlefs of all. inferior motives; but, 
when ina more rational frame, I have thought;.(as 1 believe molt of us 
think, would we honeftly tpeak ont,) that amember of Parliament is 
juft a fowler for the county ; and that he who brings dowa, molt birds,» 
that is, mofl places and penfions for his conftituents, isthe beft mem- 
ber. Lhave indeed obferved, that this fowler is chiefly careful of him- 
felf inthe difhibution of ‘the towls; and he puts mé it’ mind of the 
honeft Irithman, who, when three of them fat down to fupper with 
two chickens and a turkey before thenp,:.{hick; his-fork into. the turkey, 
and faid, ** every man his bird.” But de the member patviot,. or be he 
courtier, fét him be chofen fairly! by the county, [do net take vpon 
me at prefent to point ont in what mode. [have not meade up my 
mind as to two capital queflions. One is, Whether, if property is to 
be the priaciple, a gentleman onghr not to have a number of yotcs, “in 
proportion to his property, in proportion to this Make? The other, 
What thould be the iwiluence of a retpeétable bady of landed proprietors, 
who have had the delicacy not. to.be here;.J mean the Pects? The Hon. 
Baronet fays, that (viking eff literent and wadf{et votes would -diminiih 
the number of elcétors. © btake leave to deny this. oft would diminikh 
the number of voices, but it would not diminith the nember of thete 
who have @ free choice, who alene ought to vote; for it is well kuewn, 
that fuch voters have no will of their own, but are’ mere machines to 
utter the will’ of the perfon who has created them. I therefore move, 
** That the pra¢tice which has prevailed for fome years ia Scotland, of 
** croating qualidcations by fplitting fuperioritics, and conveying the

Sir Adan Fergufsn, his brother Mr Gearge Ferg. fn, Mr Smith of Drpn- 
gaa, and fome other Gentlemen, infilted, that the words of the motion 
which declared li‘e-rent and .wadfet wates to be nominal and fittitious, 
thould be left out, as containing a refleétion upon fuch Gentlemen as 
had taken the eath uron duch votes.
